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REDOLENT OF COMMERCIALISM. 

Mr. Henry Loomis Nelson's review of the situation at Phil- 
adelphia in the Sunday Post-Dispatch is picturesque, but pen- 
etrating 

Mr. Nelson’s first observation is that the convention is noth- 
ing but a ratification meeting. The boss is everything. The 
delegates will merely register his will. 

“There is a strange acquiescence in everything that comes 
from headquarters.’ There is no kicking. Perfect and com- 
plete obedience characterizes the temper of all the delegates. 

In other words. it is a business enterprise in good hands. 
The managing director knows what he is about and the rest 
of them know that he knows. 

“The air of Philadelphia,’ “says Mr. Nelson, “‘which is for 
the present saturated with politics, is redolent of commercial- 
ism.’ Nobody is thinking of political principle. The plat- 
form will be ec framed as to leave the protected and other 
predatory interests a free hand. The only question is, ‘is 
there any money in it?” 

The trusts and monopolies are in full control. That is evi- 
dent to anyone who will take the trouble to look. Plutocracy 
makes the issue this year with a boldness which comes only 
from great strength. To break this power is the duty of free 
clitzens.

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A WOMAN'S WISDOM. 

Mrs. Lowe. the president of the Federation of Women’s 
Ciubs. made a very Wise and sensible remark in her closing 
speech at Milwaukee. 

“We women mey never be statesmen,” said Mre: Lowe, 
“but we can make statesmen. We come here for the devel- 
opment of character, and we should go away from here to 
teach our men high and lofty ideals of statesmanship and 
life.”’ 

In these days of specialties, when so many men and women 


and denouncing all the corrupt processes by which the power to becomes 


monopolize St. Louis street railway franchises and to form a 
gig~antic aggregation of capital to operate them was ob- 
tained. The Post-Dispatch warned and denounced the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, the State Legislature and the Governor of 
the state for their acts in furtherance of this consolidation 
project. It warned the people of St. Louis, especially the 
business men, of the consequences of legislation which would 
Place St. Louis and all of her interests at the mercy of a 
franchise-holding monopoly. 

The denunciations and warnings are justified. The mo- 
nopoly was organized and capitalized for three times the 
cost of the properties and a struggle with its employes fol- 
lowed. All-efforts at settlement through a fair court of arbi- 
tration have been defeated by the monopoly dictum, “There 
is nothing to arbitrate.”’ 

St. Louis business has been paralyzed and her people put to 
tremendous cost and inconvenience, because a franchise-hold- 
ing combine chose to run its public business to suit itself, 
regardless of public interests. 

Gov. Stephens and the other public officials whose acts 
have placed St. Louis at the mercy of the street railway com- 
bine have a responsibility beyond the enforcement of law and 
the maintenance of public arder. They are responsible for 
the conditions out of which disorder and disaster have 
sprung. What will they do to relieve St. Louis of the burden 
and menace of defiant monopoly? 
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Gen. McArthur acting under suggestions from Washington 
has ordered the Ninth Infantry to the scene of trouble in 
China. This confirms the fears that America interests are in 
grave peril. For several days past nothing but rumors hav: 
filtered through to the public, but enough is known to justify 
the most vigorous action by our government.

TRUSTS ARE GOOD THINGS 


That Is What Bishop Potter Told Har- 
vard Students in His Baccalaur- 
eate Sermon Yesterday. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 18.—in his 
baccalaureate sermon to the Harvard senior 
Bishop Potter of New York said 
were one of the developments of 
modern civilization and as they benefited 
the majonity they were acceptable. 

“My young brothers,’ he said, “I have 
not come denounce money. Money 
is a power In itself consider, of course, 
it has no more moral qual'ties t mf a pound 
Ol Sleam nor your Diceps tusc It may 
be used for the best purposes and just as 
easily for the worst. It like many other 
powers, it may be used or abused. 

“Before we pronounce hastily and indis- 
cTriminate!y against ¢ mbinations of capital 
we are ta by to remember that in the con- 
stitution at any rate of our American so- 
cial order, or an underlying principle is 
and must always be ‘the greatest good to 
the greatest number, and It is not difficult 
to demonstrate that great combinations. 
whether of enterprise or of wealth, have, 
in countless instances, resulted jin the vast 
and substantial betterment of a great ma- 
jority of the people. 

“Nor ought we, in this connection, to lose 
sight of the fact that if such combinations 
have involved the loss or disablement or 
the extinction of business oportunities for 
other people, and it may be a good many 
of them, that is not sufficient reason for 
denouncing such combinations or denying 
their right to be 

“But then, again, I must remind you that 
white such a statecnent of the case is just 
and necessary, it is not the whole of it. 
The great aggregations of capital have in 
them elements of peril. That as a force 
which, unlike many other great forcesj may 
be manipulated with comparative ease. 
suddenness and sec vaste, it May easily me. 
nace personal rights and individual lderties. 
Of this there can be not the smallest doubt. 
For protection against such perils, I think 
we shall look in vain to any mere panacens 
of explanation.”
